that while official messages have brought information telling of 
Ambassador Gerard's virtual'detention in Berlin, it expects mat- 
ters undoubtedly will be adjusted at once. Information reaching 
the department also told of other Americans being delayed. 


Safe conduct from the Entente allies for Ambassador .Bern-

Berlin, Feb. 8.—The German government will not permit 


American Ambassador Gerard, officials of the American embassy, 
American newspaper correspondents, or American citizens to leave 
Germany until it receives information that a safe conduct have been 
granted German Ambassador Bernstorff and his staff. 


Passports to Americans are also contingent upon Berlin ascer- 


taining Washington's attitude toward the old Prussian treaty per- 
mitting citizens of Germany and of the United States nine months 
after a cessation of diplomatic relations between the too nations, in 
which to adjust their business. 


Most of the American newspaper correspondents here desire 


to leave with Ambassador Gerard. But a list of these

pendents, submitted to the foreign office, has not yet been ap-

Miss Eula McClary, a thrifty Scott, apparently, judging by her 


name and work, representing the New York Dieticians, propounders 
of ecctomics-and wholesomcness in foods, has furnished President 
'Woodrow Wilson with the following menu for his daily meals: 


Breakfast (cost 7 cents)—Oatmeal, milk, toast, coffee and 


•sugar. 


Dinner (cost 11 cents)—Salmon croquettes, with pea sauce, date 


hread, butter, tea. 


Supper (cost 11 cents)—Bacon and split peas, stuffed green 


pepper, whole wheat bread and butter, sliced oranges and bananas, 
•tea. 


The matter is not exactly'clear, but since it is stated Miss Mc- 


flary famished-the menu it is a fair assumption request was made 
for it. From this we may further assume, either the White House 
feels accutely the effect of these high cost of living times, or it is 
the laudable purpose of its master to set the people an example of 
frugality.
